For Court Quorum Idea 
THE 
SUPREME 
COURT 
OF 
THE 
UNITED STATES, according to Section 215 
of the federal Judicial code, provides that 
It "shall consist of a chief justice and eight 
associate justices, any six of whom shall 
constitute a quorum ” 
Congress has been 
monkeying with a bill that would reduce 
the quorum to five. 
Tradition binds the court to the rule 
that only the full court shall pass on the 
constitutionality of laws or questions in­ 
volving infringement of personal rights. 
According to Charles Warren, historian of 
the court, this tradition stands unbreached. 
Both the custom and the court’s allegiance 
to It are to the spirit of popular esteem for 
the court. 
The people like to look up to 
the coart as wise, truth-loving and strong. 
Enactment of the proposed quorum bill 
would authorize three members of the court 
—one-third—to enter a valid opinion or 
ruling on matters pertaining to federal or 
state laws 
There must be some reason for 
the proposal, else a House Judiciary sub- 
cornr tree would not have accorded it the 
privilege of a hearing. But the reason does 
not present itself as evident in either the 
spirit or the letter of the proposaL 
Considering *be temper of the people 
and the recent adventures of the court to 
tile

caprice, the House 
Judiciary 
committee 
should thank its subcommittee for its work 
and quietly bury the proposal in the pigeon­ 
hole reserved for New Deal schemes to 
make the supreme court over to its own 
image.

Food Subsidies Are 


A Necessary Evil 


Now, Sullivan Says

And 
among the group who have places 
of power there is an important few 
who know what must be done and 
how to do it. Because they are cool­ 
headed and sure-footed, and be­ 
cause the force of facts and logic 
is on their side, they increase in 
power. 


gabnidiee Can Help 


These men know that subsidies 
ar* not the only way to avert in­ 
flation, and not even a good way— 
if indeed they are a way at all. 
But they know that a limited use 
of subsidies, proberly directed, and 
figuring only as one detail in a 
broad program, can be made to 
help. Patiently the group we must 
rely on will lead both the president 
and Congress to accept their view*. 
In spite of contention, a compre­ 
hensive program for really averting 
infla'ion is likely to come .by one 
stumbling step after another. 
The president in his insistence 
on subsidies, was Intent cm pre­ 
venting one cause of inflation. The 
labor leaders had told him that 
unless the prices of food are “rolled 
back" to what they were last Sep­ 
tember, the labor leaders would de­ 
mand a general raise in wage rn tea. 
Such a wage raise would be a for­ 
midable step in inflation. To per­ 
suade the labor leaders not to make 
their demand, Mr. Rosevelt under­ 
took to roll back prices of food. It 
was for this he used subsidies. 


Insured against Limb 


Dealers and processors of food 
were ordered to charge less for food 
—In the case of butter, for example. 
Ave cents less a pound. The lowest 
price was not enough to pay th* 
cost of producing the butter. To 
assure the dealers against loss they 
were given a subsidy. 
That was a preventive of infla­ 
tion only in the sense that it ap­ 
peased the labor leaders .prevented 
them from demanding a general 
raise 
in 
wages—which 
assuredly 
would give an upward push to the 
Inflation spiral. It was, so to speak, 
rn political preventive of inflation, 
more than a fiscal one. 
But ag a preventive of the basic 
forces Adat make inflation, the sub­ 
sidies to food processors and deal­ 
ers is little or nothing. The money 
which Is paid out as subsidies conies 
out of the national treasury. Two- 
thirds of the treasury's money is 
procured by borrowing, and what­ 
ever increases the treasury’s bor­ 
rowing increases the danger of in­ 
flation.

in all the Solomons area. 
While these are hardly sensation­ 
al objectives, lf they were to be won 
within a reasonable time, th* vital 
Rabaul was doomed. 


Hitler Move* Forces 


Hitler lately has been moving di­ 
rectly away from his promised of­ 
fensive in Russia 
From London 
comes reports that the fuehrer has 
withdrawn several divisions from 
the eastern front. Th# Russiaai 
hastened to deny this, obviously 
bent on dispelling any Allied relax­ 
ation of interest or pressure on 
their front, and probably they know 
more about the subject than the 
British. 
Nevertheless, 
undeniable 
infor­ 
mation is available that Hitler has 
augmented his force recently in 
both France and in Italy. These may 
have been reserve# taken from Ger­ 
many rather than the eastern front, 
but they would hardly have been 
withdrawn had an anti-Russian of­ 
fensive been contemplated. Furth­ 
ermore. it has been definitely estab­ 
lished that a number of German 
fighter planes have been recalled 
from Russia since expansion of the 
British slid American air attacks 
on German industrial centers. 
Th* two previous Nazi offensive* 
in Russia were instituted in June, 
which was too late In the year to 
allow for full development of the 
action before winter. 


Ktamian# Walt on Invasion 


The Russians have likewise shown 
in tlieir maneuvers no threat of 
launching a big offensive. The right 
time for Stalin to strike would be 
when our Invasion is underway. Few 
military men expect anything big 
out of Russia until we have start­ 
ed. 
The game the Allies are playing 
Is clear. We are constantly threat­ 
ening new points of invasion in th* 
east, feinting with our publicity or 
air action at Italy, Oreeoe and— 
most significantly of late—through 
Turkey into the Balkan*. Our con­ 
centrations in Syria have given 
Hitler full notice of danger in that 
quarter, although it has been little 
noticed in that country. 
Thus we have caused Hitler to 
spread thinly his dwindling power. 
Faced with threats on all fronts, 
he must spread his men and planes 
around in the complete circle of his 
vaunted fortress, preventing con­ 
centration of his full power on any 
front. This is an indispensable pre­ 
paration for Invasion. 


Churchill Chide# 


More humor than significance can 
be attached to Churchill's sugges­ 
tion that heavy fighting can be ex­ 
pected in the Mediterranean before 
the leaves fail (winter). 
Mr. Churchill was answering th* 
Qerman radio which has been pre­ 
dicting every few days that invasion 
would start tomorrow morning or 
the day after. The Germans obvi­ 
ously are looking for information 
aud, at ti)* same time, trying to 
build up # popular expectation of 
enemy action to keep their own de­ 
fenses alert at home, while Mr. 
Churchill is chiding them with op­ 
posite propaganda. 
lf you read his words closely, you 
will find that invasion could start 
tomorrow and his words would still 
read truthfully in retrospect.
